The parties in this matter agree to the terms and conditions of the attached Stipulation as
the final disposition of this matter, subject to the approval of the Medical Exaniining Board
(Board).  The Board has reviewed this Stipulation and considers it acceptable.

Accordingly, the Board in this matter adopts the attached Stipulation and makes the
following Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law, and Order.

FINDINGS OF FACT

1.           Respondent Anthony J. Thompson, D.O., (DOB: XX/XX/1976), is licensed in the
state of Wisconsin to practice medicine and surgery, having license number 66575-21, first
issued on November 22, 2016, with registration current through October 31, 2021.   Respondent's
most recent address on file with the Wisconsin Department of Safety and Professional Services
(Department) is located in Milwaukee, Wisconsin 53222.

2.           The Department opened the above matter after receiving a complaint which
alleged that Respondent had exhibited behavior which demonstrated he may be mentally or
physically unable safely to engage in the practice of medicine.



3.           On May 29, 2020, the Department a letterto Respondent at his mailing address of
record which notified Respondent of the pending investigation and requested information
regarding details of any employment and information regarding fitness for practice. Respondent
failed to respond to the Department' s request.

4.           On september 24, 2020, the Department sent a letter to Respondent at his email
address of record which notified Respondent of the pending investigation and requested
information regarding details of any employment and information regarding fitness for practice.
Respondent failed to respond to the Department' s request.

5.           In resolution of this matter, Respondent consents to the entry of the following
Conclusions of Law and Order.

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1.           The wisconsin Medical Examining Board has jurisdiction to act in this matter

pursuant to Wis. Stat.  § 448.02(3), and is authorized to enter into the attached Stipulation
pursuant to Wis. Stat.  § 227.44(5).

2.           By the conduct described inthe Findings ofFact, Respondent engaged in
unprofessional conduct as defined by Wis. Admin. Code § Med 10.03(2)(a) by practicing or
attempting to practice under any license when unable or unwilling to do so with reasonable skill
and safety.

3.           By the conduct described inthe Findings ofFact, Respondent engaged in
un|)rofessional conduct as defined by Wis. Admin. Code § Med 10.03(3)(g) by failing to
cooperateinatimelymarmerwiththeboard'sinvestigationofacomplaintfiledagainstalicense
holder.

4.           As a result of the above conduct, Respondent is subject to discipline pursuant to
Wis.  Stat.  § 448.02(3).

ORDER

1.           The attached stipulation is accepted.

2.           The medicine and surgery license issuedto Respondent (license number 66575-
21) is LIMITED as follows:

FITNESS TO PRACTICE

A1. Within sixty (60) days of the date of this Order, Respondent shall, at his own expense,
undergo a fitness for practice evaluation with a prelapproved psychiatrist or psychologist
(Evaluator)whohasnotprovidedtreatmenttoRespondentandisexperiencedinevaluating
whether a health care professional is fit to practice:

a.    Prior to  evaluation,  Respondent  shall  provide  a  copy  of this  Final  Decision  and
Order to the Evaluator.



b.    Respondent   shall   identify   and   provide   the   Evaluator   with   authorizations   to
communicate  with  all  physicians,  mental  health  professionals,  and  facilities  at
which Respondent has been treated or evaluated.

c.    Within  fifteen  (15)  days  of the  completion  of the  evaluation,  a  written  report
regarding  the  results  of the  assessment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Department
Monitor at the address below. The report shall address whether Respondent suffers
from  any  condition(s)  that  may  interfere  with  his  ability  to  practice  safely  and
competently  and,  if so,  shall  provide  any  recommended limitations  for  safe  and
competent practice.

d.    Respondent shall execute necessary docuinents authorizing the Division to obtain
records  of  the  evaluation,  and  to  discuss  Respondent  and  his  case  with  the
Evaluator.   Respondent shall execute all releases necessary to permit disclosure of
the final evaluation repolt to the Board or its designee.  Certified copies of the final
evaluation report shall be admissible in any future proceeding before the Board.

e.    If the Evaluator determines that Respondent is not fit to practice or is fit for practice
with limitations, the Board or its designee may suspend Respondent' s license until
Respondent provides  proof sufflcient to  convince the  Board  or its  designee that
Respondent is able to practice with reasonable skill and safety of patients and the
public  and does  not suffer from any  condition which prevents Respondent from
practicing in that mamer.

f.    If the Evaluator determines that Respondent is fit to practice or is fit to practice
with  limitations,  the  Board  or  its  designee  may  limit  Respondent's  license  in  a
marmer to  address  any  concerns the  Board or its  designee has  as  a result of the
conduct  set  out  in  the  Findings  of Fact  and  to  address  any  recommendations
resulting from the evaluation, including, but not limited to:

Psychotherapy,atRespondent'sexpense,byatherapistapprovedby
the Board or its designee, to address specific treatment goals, with
quarterly reports to the Board by the therapist.

Additional   professional   education   in   any   identified   areas   of
deficiency.

Restrictions    on    the    nature    of   practice,    practice    setting,    or
requirements for supervision of practice by a professional approved
by the Board, with periodic reports to the Board by the supervisor.

9.    Respondent is responsible for ensuring that the results of the evaluation are sent to
the Department Monitor at the address listed in this Order.

3.          Within 90 days from the date of this order, Respondent shall pay cosTS of this
matter in the amount of $ 1,062.00.

1.           This stipulation is entered into as aresult ofapending investigation by the
DivisionofLegalServicesandCompllance.Respondentconsentstotheresolutionofthis
investigation by Stipulation.

•therighttofileobjectionstoanyproposeddecisionandtopresentbriefsororal

argunentstotheofficialswhoaretorenderthefinaldecision;
•     the right to petition for rehearing; and
•     all other applicable rights afforded to Respondent under the united states constitution,

theWisconsinConstitution,theWisconsinStatutes,theWisconsinAdministrativeCode,
and other provisions of state or federal law.

3.           Respondent is aware ofRespondent's right to seek legal representation and has
beenprovidedanopportunitytoobtainlegalcounselbeforesigningthisStipulation.

4.           Respondent agrees to the adoption of the attached Final Decision and order by
theWisconsinMedicalExaminingBoard(Board).ThepartiestotheStipulationconsenttothe
entryoftheattachedFinalDecisionandOrderwithoutfuthernotice,pleading,appearanceor
consentoftheparties.RespondentwaivesallrightstoanyappealoftheBoard'sorder,if
adopted in the form as attached.

5.           If the terms of this stipulation are not acceptable to the Board, the parties shall not
beboundbythecontentsofthisStipulation,andthemattershallthenbereturnedtotheDivision



ofLegalServicesandComplianceforfurtherproceedings.IntheeventthattheStipulationis
notacceptedbytheBoard,thepartiesagreenottocontendthattheBoardhasbeenprejudicedor
biasedinanymamerbytheconsiderationofthisattemptedresolution.

6.           The parties to this stipulation agree thatthe attorney or other agent for the
DivisionofLegalServicesandComplianceandanymemberoftheBoardeverassignedasan
advisorinthisinvestigationmayappearbeforetheBoardinopenorclosedsession,withoutthe
presenceofRespondent,forpurposesofspeakinginsuppolfofthisagreementandanswering
questionsthatanymemberoftheBoardmayhaveincomectionwithdeliberationsonthe
Stipulation.Additionally,anysuchadvisormayvoteonwhethertheBoardshouldacceptthis
Stipulation and issue the attached Final Decision and Order.

7.           Respondent is informed that should the Board adopt this stipulation, the Board's
FinalDecisionandOrderisapublicrecordandwillbepublishedinaccordancewithstandard
Department pro cedure.

8.           The Division of Legal services and compliancejoins Respondent in
recommendingtheBoardadoptthisStipulationandissuetheattachedFinalDecisionandOrder.
